Olds on Saturday atternoon at the 
arena hall, One point of discussion 
Which came into the meeting and 
which was mentioned in the in- 
spector’s report read by the Reeve 
was the matter of temporary 
borrowings of money. The inspee- 
tor’s report stated this may lead 
to costly financing. Ratepayers 
Who were perusing the = report 
wondered why greater discoun.s 
could not be given on taxes and 
more severe penalties meted out 


Ine Reeve, Mr. Bagnall in re 
viewing tue report, in his address 
stated that on the advice of the 


rpcetors report this year would 
be a year of “bel. tightening” in 
order (o make a better financial 
piciure for the year 1953 

In presenting the Reeve's re 
port Mr. Bagnall had taken con 
siderable time to develop a dia 
gram of the municipal dollar and 
snow the ways in which this dol 
lar was broken down for expen 
diturs, ‘The diagram explained 
visually some of the problems tha 
had been worrying the taxpayer 
and gave a clearer insight into 
he municipal picture 

It was shown that of all the 
municipal monies received 76.7 
per cent of each dollar was used 
tor education and public works, 
leaving less than 24 per cent for 
all other services including he 
hospitals. This ratio seemed in- 
creasing and unless further gover- 
nment assistance and other mea- 
sures were taken to tighten down 
the municipality may find itself 
With a greater headache than ever 
on f.aancing 

41.2 per cent of the tax dollar 
Was required for school purposes, 
35.0 per cent for publie works and 


25 per cent for general govern: 
ment and administration 


In the Reeve’s report Mr. Bag- 
nall pointed out the good things 
done by the municipality durin 
the year including 59'2 miles o: 
new grade roads, 57's miles of 

gravel laid down; municipal 


high grading had eliminated many 
of the bad snow plowing jobs in 
cer.ain areas. 

In pointing out the bad parts 
of the year the Reeve stated that 
considerable money and time had 
been spent due to the extra heavy 
spring run-off when bridges and 
culverts had to be replaced. $30,- 
Uv0 had been .aken for emergency 
repairs due to the flooding. In 
summing up the Reeve reported 
that constantly ratepayers are 
asking for more services and ex- 
pecting: them but that these ser- 
vices cannot be had unless there 
is an improvement in the uncollect- 
ed tax situation. Ratepayers must 
learn that they will have to pay 
the taxes levied if they ever hope 
to get any increase in services.

Farm Family Shows are over again 
for another year. The attendance 
and interest, | believe, has been

This year the stress 
placed on farmstead, field and 
roadside tree planting. After see- 
ing the film and also the color 
slides on the subject of tree planting 
we are more than ever convinced of 
the advantages, 

Of course, anyone contemplating 
the planting of trees should be pre- 
pared to take a long term view of 
the project. Shelterbelts do not grow 
by magic overnight. 

The land needs to be summerfal- 
lowed for one year prior to the 
planting. After the little trees are 
in the ground they will require 
some care and cultivation for sev- 
eral years, But once they are well 
established, tree shelter belts will 
remain objects of beauty and use- 
fulness for many years.

Over 40 per cent of the nine and 
one-half million acres of the Red 
Deer, Rosebud-Banff and Blackfoot- 
Calgary soil sheets is on a 5 to 
9 jer cent grade or slope. “Contour 
farming is one successful control 
measure against soil erosion’, Mr. 
Thompson continued, “but it is only 
a temporary cure. Without an 
effort to restore the soil to a more 
desirable physical condition, by 
adding fibre and organic matter, 
susceptibility to wind and water 
erosion will increase each year.” 

Vr. Ernie Walker, farmer from 


Luasbury district, recommended 
two variations of summerfallow 
which are valuable in checking 
crosion: first. ‘the sowing of a 
cover crop which provides abun- 
cant fall pasture; second, the sow- 
ing of fall rye. He stressed the 
“regular use of grass in rotation 
with cereals, or other crops on all 
the arable land of the farm.”

“It is now obvious that to avoid

constantly encourage the applica- 
tion of all remedial agents at our 
command, each in the place where 
it will be most effective. In the 
application of any measures, their 
cast must be in keeping with 
cheir caleulated benefits and must 
also be within the means of those 
employing them. In the cases of 
irees, grass and small dams, the 
farmer will be generally respon- 
sible,” stated Mr. John Eaglesham, 
district agriculturist for Red Deer 
and district. 

Field shelterbelts can bring 
about more even germination and 
higher yields as well as assist in 
he control of soil erosion.

botham, Superintendent, Alberta 
Division, Prairie arm Assistance, 
has been good enough to provide 
us With information which should 
complete the picture, especially in 
regard townships 31-1-5; 932-2-5; 
33-15 and 338-2-5 

In a brief visit to Olds, which 
unfortunately did not give him 
time to go to the above area, Mr. 
Rowbotham showed us the forms 
used by the inspectors and these 
had been completed in every de- 
tail. The recommendations and 
plotting in these reports are not 
done by the inspectors but by the 
auditors who carefully check the 
forms 

In his brief stop here, Mr. Row- 
botham pointed out the following 
extract trom a brief in connection 
With Prairie Farm Assistance. 

It is necessary at all times to 
keep in mind the fundamental 
purpose or intention of the Act 
—Which was to assist Provincial 
Governments or Municipalities, as 
‘he case may be, in meeting what 
would have otherwise proved to 
have been a serious relief pro- 
blem, and in the main, relieving 
them of the financial obligation 
thus created. It is not a Relief 
Measure but a constructive piece 
of legislation to help farmers to 
carry on. 

Prior to the enactment of this 
legislation, the legal and _ con- 
stitutional responsibility for tak- 
ing care of people in dried out 
areas rested on the provinces and 
the municipalities. It was never 
the intention of the Government 
of Canada to assist in individual 
cases, or to entirely release any

Province or Municipality of its 
obligation to assist in individual 
cases; this responsibility must 
rest with the Province, or Munici- 
pality if the Province so decides. 


In order to understand the 
various aspects of the Prairie 
arm Assistance Act it is first 


necessary to understand the var- 
ious methods by which townships 
ot parts of townships may become 
Cligible for payment. 

Definitions of these areas are: 
"7a) BLOCK INELIGIBLE” 

Where any irregular or rectan- 
ular siaped block of sections of 
lund, within an eligible 36 section 
township having an area of not 
less than one-sixth of the town- 
ship, is determined by the Board 
to have an average yield of ten 
or more bushels of wheat per acre, 
such block of sections of land 
shall be ineligible for award. 
“7(b) BLOCK ELIGIBLE” 

Where any irregular or rectan- 
gular shaped block of sections of 
land within an ineligible 36 section 
township having an area of not 
less than one-sixth of the township 
and a side of which lies along the 
boundary of an eligible township 
is determined by the Board to 
have an average yield of eight 
bushels of wheat or less per acre, 
such block of sections of land 
shall be eligible for award. Or 
when the average price of No. 1 
Northern Wheat is less than 80c¢ 
per bushel F.O.B. Fort William, 
the average wheat yield may be 
for the purpose of qualifying 7(b) 
increased to 12.0 bushels per acre 
block, or if 7(a) ineligible block, 
14 bushels. 

“7(c) TOWNSHIP” 

Shall be rectangular and shall 
have an area of not less than one- 
half of a legal township of 36 
sections but can have a greater 
number of sections in the rectan- 
gular block, such block of sections
